No complete or in any way adequate translation, either in verse or prose, of the 
greatest of Persian lyrists has yet appeared; and this is somewhat remarkable, as 
Hafiz is considered, by those who are best qualified to judge, worthy to rank among 
the sovereign poets of the world. The reason is, however, sufficiently evident; it is 
the extreme difficulty of the task and the rarity of the peculiar qualifications requisite 
for the successful reproduction in English of so subtle and characteristic a work. Mr. 
John Payne, who is acknowledged to be without a rival in the art of translation and 
who has been for some years engaged upon the undertaking, has completed a metrical 
version of the collected poems (or Divan) of the Shirazi master. It is believed that the 
great Persian poet, with his exquisite qualities of pathos, humour, fancy and tenderness,

Despite the colossal difficulties involved in the execution of 
this scheme, it is believed that the present translation will be found far more faithful 
than any other, whether in verse or prose, which has yet appeared in any European 
language, and that, notwithstanding the many remarkable successes already achieved 
fc>y Mr. Payne, his version of “ The Poems of Hafiz ” will take rank as his masterpiece.
